COREA, A NEUTRAL ZONE. 
[ay veator ] 

From time to time during tho past threa 
years telegraing have appeared in the presa 
relative’ to. outbreaks in Corea, and aub- 
sequent information ‘has’ disclosed’ facts 
which have shown the reports to have becn 
causod by rumours eithor of actual (as waa 
the cago. in 1885 respecting: Mr von Mol- 
‘londorf’s . Secret. Treaty with Russia) or 
imaginary intrigues on tho part of Russia 
to obtain tho lease of a port in Corea, for 
uae na a naval station, or to obtain a pro- 
tecstorate over tho little Peninsular King- 
don, - But thp @risis has ganerally oocurrod 
when tho Chinesa Resident (not Miuister, 
be it noted) haa exploded a torpado, so to 
aay, in the ranka of tho Oorean Govern- 
ment and. withii..the- precincts of the 
King's palace. : 

In the month of Angust: 5886, the Chi- 
nose Resident, Yuen Tu-jen, in Seoul, 
imagined he had ‘reason to. o»prehend 
aggressive designs on the part of Russia ; 80 
ho made known (ina manner whichexhibited 
grott lack of judgmont) to the Corean 
Government and King that, ho was pre- 
parpd to make vigorous ‘ remonstrances.’ 
Ho'for reasons which aro universally under. 
stood demanded the execution of four 
Corean officials whom he anepceted of pro- 
Russian intrigues and the initiation of the 
ateamship enterprise in Corca; ordered 
sevoral men-of-war to Ohemutpe (the port 
of Seoul, the capital), wud appropriated for 
his exclusive use the telegraph line ruuning 
from Scoul through Corea te China, His 
actions caused serious alarm to the native 
officials whe naturally anticipated a Chinese 
invasion and an anti-foreign outbreak. 

Owing howevor to tho proinpt action of 
European officials in Coren the shudding of 
-blood was prevented, and the crisis, which 
had. many serious aspects, is now passing 
over. It, however, merely amounts to a 
temporary seasation of .excitemont, which 
excitement is ‘nothing .short of anarchy of 
the most unrightoous and: pernicious des- 
eription. .In,short, the perpetunl state of 
Seoul (tho capitul) is a prolific source of 
dhnger, to China and othor States, which 
whl sooner or later (if necessary steps are 
ndt promptly taken) most probably end in 
irretrievable disaster. :

instance of the Chinese Resident, on a
